HIGH DEATH RATE | 
IS DUE TO MILK 


Infant Mortality Statistics For 
Montreal Convey a 


Lesson 
Montreal, July 9.—Acecording to 
civie slatisties of the death rate last 


week the deaths among children is 
shown to be one of the highest in the 
history of the city. 

The statistics show that while 
there all only 126 deaths for 
the week, no less than 78 children, 
under five years of age, passed away. 

For the corresponding week of last 
year the total deaths numbered 207, 
and out of this number the deaths 


were in 


among children under five years oj 
age totalled 150. 
Commenting on the death rate 


among children during the summer 
months, Ald, Dagenais, chairman of 
the Hygiene committee, said: ‘The 
fact is that the death rate among 
children would be enormously cut 
down if the milk supply of the city 
was better safeguarded, I have been 
trying for some years to get the rail- 
way companies to provide refrigerator 
cars so that milk can be brought into 
the city in better condition, In some 
instances milk is not delivered to con- 
sumers till after sixty hours after it 
is taken from the cows. This means 
that such milk, during the hot period, 
is unfit for human consamption, With 
such a condition of affuirs as this it is 
not to be wondered ai ihat the infant 
death rate of Montreal is so astonish; 
ingly high, Something wiil have ta 
be done to see that milk is shipped 
do. the city more prompuy, and some- 

jing will algo have to be done so 
that milk can be broaght into the 
city in refrigerator cars, There is 
scarcely a civilized country in the 
world that is not aiming at improv- 
ing conditions in regard to the fur- 
nishing of milk. There are great im- 
provements needed in the supply that 
is being furnished to our own. city. 
The question of a purer milk supply 
is one that affects the whole people,”

Need of Education. 

Dr. Laberge, medical health officer, 
stated that if the Tiifant death rate 
Was to be cut down there must be an 
improvement in ‘the milk supply. In 
addition to this a society ought to be 
formed whose duty it would be to in 
strnet young mothers in the eare of 
infants, He explained that in the 
poorer districts of the city there were 
many young mothers who did net 
understand the care of infants. They 
ought to reeeive proper instructions 
and advice as to the ailments, Dr. 
Laberge further explained that in 
many cities in the United States so 
cieties had been formed, whose sole 
aim was to give proper inatruction 
to young mothers. This work was 
mceting with the greatest of success. 
In Montreal much difficulty was be- 
ing met with in the matter of provid 
ing free, and pure milk, on account 
of the lack of funds. It was the 
opinion of Dr, Laberge that those who 
have much of this world’s goods 
should donate generously so that

The proposed tour of the commi 
sion puts it up to the business men, 
the coal miners, the farmers and the 
people of the West generally to make 
good the charges they have — freely 
Inunched against the railway compan 
ies, particularly during the winter 
They will have an opportunity of di 
ing so conveniently, and should 
that they make the most of the oppo! 
tunity 

It must be remember that the Com 
mission is governed by the explicit 
evidence placed before it, and not bs 
common gossip and hearsay. Its heat 
ings are conducted somewhat in the 
manner of court sessions. The plain 
iff makes a definite statement of hi 
grievance and the party accused ha 
in opportunity meeting the accusa 
tion. 

The railway companies will be tr 
presented before the Commission 
that may be relied on, They expect 
something to be coming their way a 
this juncture, and will be prepared t 
meet it.

Teach Him to Forego Pittance 
of Today Fer Higher 
Things Later 


Montreal, July 9.— Premature 
abor robs the child of the years and 
pportunity for  education,”” said 
wen R, Lovejoy, secretary of the 
tational child labor committee — of 
New York, in addressing the Ameri 
“an Institute of Instruction. The 
eynote of his address was the hard 
hip which the child must carry 
hrough life as the result of too early 
t start as a wage earner, 

“He enters industry too young,” 
ie said, “to undertake the more in 
ricate and rewarding forms of labor 
» default of anything in modern in 
lustiv which can be dignified by the 
erm ‘apprenticeship,’ he is kept for 
everal years upon some — simple 
ask, which frequently calls into re- 
juisition but a few muscles and ol- 
ers no ‘echnical development. A 
eport recently published im) Massa 
husetts shows that the ehild who 
vevins work at 1% or 14 years of age 
is compared with one who remains 
n school until 16 is permanently 
wndicapped in the pursuit of a live 
ihood, 

Should Fit For Labor. 

“We cannot omit from our eduea 
ional processes the fitting of a ehild 
s an economic factor in society, Ob- 
iously a vast majority of our chil- 
fren are destined to earn their liv 
ng in some form of what society 
nost needs — productive manual 
abor In aiming directly to serve 
he majority of its patrons rather 
han bending its chief energy in an 
ttempt to pick out of 100 children 
he one child who may become a 
‘ollege president or a captain of in- 
ustry our schools will add immeas 
rably to the wealth and joy of the 
\ajority, at the same time rendering 
igher service to the one future 
enius who is believed to lark, in 
very schoolroom 

Many of our children are taught 
he lore of ancient Greece and Rome 
nd the chivalry of the middle ages 
nd the physical geography of the 
ontinents, but as to the dominant 
ndustries in their own community, 
nd why they are dominant, and 
vhether there would be an advan- 
ige in making a change, how much 
tre they taught of this? The domin- 
nt industry in many a town simply 
ngulfs generation after generation 
wf the people, principally because 
hey are unaware that there is any 
ther way to maintain life than by 
ffering themselves up to the mill. 

Keep Child In School. 

“Our progress involves, on the one 
iand, such restrictive laws as shall 
ntirely prohibit the little child 
rom the fields of industry and bring 
tim within the range of the school, 
nd on the other hand an eduea- 
ional programme which will afford 
uch occupation and relaxation that 
he child will not leave school will- 
ngly-—an education which prepares 
he child for self-supporting indus- 
ry, an education which the parent 
vill recognize as preparation for 
igher wage earning, and whieh will 
nspire him with sufficient patience 
o forego the pittance of today for 
“Many of our children are taught 
he higher rewards of tomorrow.”
